The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent 
claim 1 and the respective dependent claims are allowed because the instant invention 
requires a novel construction for a paper machine clothing. Specifically, the clothing is 
made up of two support plies that are only connected (binded) to each other by 
transverse binder yarns located in the area immediately adjacent to the seaming loops 
of the clothing. This construction provides enhanced seam stability and greatly 
improved anchoring of a fiber batt to the clothing.
